ſooner or later, the Guilt isdeteed, the Criminal taken in the Snare, and Ju- 
Rice and Judgment borh' glorified in the due and juſt Reward of ſo crying an 
Impiety. A mote Barbarous Inſtance of this kind has not been known then 
in the Butchgry. of a poor Gentleman found laſt Thurſday in the Thames, near 
Black-Fryars-Stairs; The manner and circumſtance whereof, are as follows. 
He was diſcovered lying Dead under a Timber-Wharte near Black-Fryars- 
Stairs in his Canonical Habic. After which,he was taken up and laid in che 
Timber-Tard, exyoled to the View of all Perſons deſirous of ſeeing lo miſerable 
a Spectacle, Being viſited by ſeveral of his own Proteſſion, his Perſon was 
ſoon diſcovered to be 6ne Mr. Wright, an Uſher to a School at Camberwell, at 
preſent out of Benefice, about 4o Years of Age, a Luſty Freſh-Coloured 
Man. The Water had no partin his Death, for he was no ways ſwell'd, which 
was a plain Indication that he received his Death from fome other violenc 
Cauſe, which was too painly evident by his Skull being crack'd, - his Breaſt 
infinitely bruiſed, and his Lefe Arm very much ſwell'd by a Blow, which 


may naturally be ap 4 Cv to have been received in warding'and defending of 
his Head from the Aſſault of his Murtherer. His Neck was likewiſe broke, 
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
